ROM ths 
years 1894 
to 1901 «#iIn- 
clusive, Mr. 
Sherlock Holmes 
was a very buffy 
mon. 
say that there 
no public case of 
any difficulty in 
which he was net 
consulted during 
those eight years, 
and there were 
hundreds of private 
cases, some of them 
of the most intri- 
cate and extraordb 
nary character, in 
which he played @ 
Many atartliing suc- 
cesses and a few unavoidable  fail- 
ures were the outcome of this long 
period of continuous work. As I have pre- 
served very full notes of all these cases, 
and was myself personally engaged in 
many of them, it may be imagined that it 
is no easy task to know which I should 
select from to lay before the public. I 
shall, however, preserve my former rule, 
and give preference to those cases which 
derive their interest not so much from the 
brutality of the crime as from the in- 
genuity and dramatic quality of. the so- 
lution. For this reason I will now lay 
before the reader the facts connected with 
Miss Violet Smith, the solitary cyclist of 
Charlington, and the curious sequel of our 
investigation, which culminated in unex- 
pected tragedy, It is true that the cir- 
c.mstance did not admit of any striking 
illustration of those powers for which my 
friend was famous, but there were some 
points about the case which made it stand 
out in those long records of crime from 
which I gather the material for these lit- 
tle narratives. 

On referring to my note-book for the 
year 1895, I find that it was upon Saturday, 
April 2%, that wo first heard of Miss Violet 
Smith. Her visit was, I remember, ¢x- 
tremely unwelcome to Holmes, for he was 
immersed at the moment in a very ab- 
strusé and complicated problem concerning 
the pec@liar persecution to wihch John 
Vincent Harden, the well-known tobacco 
millionaire, had been subjected. My friend, 
who loved above all things precision and 
concentration of thought, resented anything 
which distracted his attention from the 
matter in hand. And yet, without a harsh- 
ness which was foreign to his nature, it was 
impossible to refuse to listen to the story 
of the young and beautiful woman, tall, 
graceful, and queenly, who presented her- 
self at Baker street late in the evening, 
and implored his assistance and advice. 
It was vain to urge that his time was 
already fully occupied, for the young lady 
had come with the determination to tell 
her story, and it was evident that nothing 
short of force could get her out of the room 
until she had done so. With a resigned 
air and a somewhat weary smile, Holmes 
begged the beautiful intruder to take a 
#eat, and to inform us what it was that 
was troubling her.

Dr. nk is one of the proprietors of 
Funk Wagnolis, one of the largest pub- 
lishing firms Of the United States. He for- 
erly was a@ Methodist minister. He is 
editor of the Standard dictionary. 
i **IPunk, when in Chicago last September, 
visited the Bangs sisters,” said this inform- 
am. ‘“‘He has long been interested in spirit 
Phenomena. But only recently he had 
taken up the investigation of spirit paint- 
ing. This is a rare manifestation of spirit 
power. ThesBangs sisters are among a very 
Yew mediums through whom dead artists 
paint.” 

About the $1500 picture itself there is as 
much of uncanny mystery as the manner 
in which it was produced. 

None will divulge the subject of it. The 
secret is guarded even by the inner circle 
of spirit mediums, as they declare it is ab- 
solute proof of/the truth of their powers.

ALL LICENSES SUBJECT 
TO WITHDRAWAL AT WILL 


United States Supreme Court De- 
cision in Lottery Case Is Quoted 
to Senators Considering Breed- 
ers’ Law. 


To the Senate committee on criminal! 
jurisprudence in Jefferson City last Thurs- 
day night, Henry T. Kent of St. Luis pre- 
sented a powerful array of reasons for the 
repeal of the breeders’ law. Among other 
things, the plea of the racetrack owners 
to regard ‘“‘‘vested rights” was shattered. 
Mr. Kent's address was as follows: 

The pending bill in effect asks 
withdraw the licenses now grafted to race- 
courses, to sell pools and books, or to put 
it in another way, to withdraw the right 
of gambling on racecourses, which privi- 
lege is now carried oh under the protection 
of the law. 

1s such gambling an evil? I shall 
answer this question myself, but I beg you 
to listen to what the Supreme court of the 
state says of it. In the St. Louis Fair 
Association vs. Carmody (15 Mo.), it seems 
that the Fair Association sued Capt. Pat 
Carmody (g0w one of the ardent cham- 
pions of the breeders’ law), upon a con- 
tract he had made for the privilege 
of selling refreshments in the grand stand. 
Carmody’s defense was that he was to 
exercise this privilege upon a racecourse 
where gambling was carried on and that 
the consideration was illegal and against 
public policy and the court so held, 

In the course of the opinion, Judge Val- 
liant, speaking for the unanimous court, 
said: “The counsel for appellant, in their 
brief, say: ‘Gambling upon a racetrack

Buppose it is one-half or one-third of that, 
is ft not apparent that men intrenched be- 
hind’ such a law, out of which they are 
making enormous fortunes annually, will 
see to it that the seme is not repealed if 
human effort can prevent it? The stake 
is too big. It is not hyman nature to think 
it would be otherwise.

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MILLIONS USED 


TO SETTLE WITR 
INDIAN TRIBES 


Through Sales of Lands and From 
Other Sources, Nation’s Wards 
Will Receive Money Estimated 
to Aggregate $35,000,000. 


MUSKOGEE, I. T., March 4.—Within the 
next year there will be per capita pay- 
ments and disbursements to certain In- 
dians of the five civilized tribes amount- 
ing all told to over a million dollars, the 
first of which will likely be the payment 
of $150,000 to the Delaware Indians. 
This year will be but the beginning, how- 
ever, of the disbursements that will follow 
the year after tribal governments cease, 
1906, provided the government can close up 
accounts of the five tribes in that time. 

With the funds on hand, the sale of town 
sites, royalties and the sale of surplus land 
the total amount of property to be given 
to the Indians, not including their allot- 
ments, will amount to about $35,000,000. If 
all these funds are disbursed during the 
year 1906 and each Indian in the five civil- 
ized tribes got an equal share it would 
amount to about $500 per capita, but they 
will not share equally as there will be a 
difference in the amount of money icceived 
by the different tribes. 

The Cherokees will get the smallest 
amount both in land and muney ahd the 
Chickasaws will get the largest, if we do 
not include the Osages, who are not con- 
sidered with the tive tribes. To take the 
average allotment in all five nations it is 
safe to say the land is worth $1500. This 
with the cash disbursed would be $2000 
for each Indian, a total of $10,000 for each 
average sized Indian family. And still they 
call him Poor Lao. 

In the Osage nation they have nearly 
$8,000,000 to their credit in the United 
States treasury, drawing interest sufficient 
to pay each Indian an annual income of 
Sidi. They have 1,600,000 acres of land 
which is easily worth $16,000,000, which sum 
added to the funds on deposit would aver- 
age each of the 1913 Osages $6722.85. 

Despite these figures the fact remains 
that many Indians are very poor. It is 
also true that these disbursements may 
and probably will be dragged out to cover 
months of time in the payment. Indian 
payments usually are. By the time all 
the land and property is sold and the funds 
disbursed among the Indians, some of the 
thrifty onee will have absorbed a great 
deal not due them and others will have be- 
come very poor. 
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deemed from the lottery, which was driv- 
en from the state. 

Now why foster the same _ conditions 
under another gguise in this state? We 
urge you to take from this privileged class 
the law upon which they are feeding and 
growing rich, or else history will repeat 
iteelf In this state. 


One word more. I hear much about vest- 
ed rights being interfered with. The state 
cannot barter away its police power. It 
is a& monstrous proposition to say that 
there is a vested right to traffic in the 
morals of the people. The lotteries en- 
trenched themselves behind vested rights 
for years, claiming .contracts with the 
state that could not be impaired. Some 
of the courts upheld this contention and 
finally a case reached the Supreme Court 
of the United States from Mississippi in- 
volving this question and the United State’ 
Supreme Court helc that the grant of the 
lottery privilege was not a ctnoract, but 
simply a gratuity and license and con- 
cluded by saying “That all that one can 
get by such a charter is a suspension of 
certain governmental rights in his favor, 
subject to withdrawal at will. He has in 
legal effect nothing more than a license to 
enjoy the privileges on the terms named 
for the specified time, unless it be abro- 
gated by the sovereign power of the state. 
It is good against existing laws, but sub- 
ject to future legislation and constitutional 
control or withdrawal.'" later a case in- 
volving a charter of a lottery in Kentucky 
reached the Supreme court, being the case 
of Douglas vs. Kentucky, 168 P. S. The 
court reaffirmed the doctrine announced 
in the Mississippi case and Justice Har- 
lan. in concluding the opinion, adopts the 
language of the Kentucky Court of Ap- 

wis as stating the opinion of the United 
tates. Said he: ‘“‘In the same opinion it 
is well observed that under any other 
doctrine than that announced in Stone vs. 
Mississippi (101 U. 8.), the Legislature, by 
giving or bartering away the power to 
guard and _ protect the public mor- 
als, could convert the state into 
dens of bawdy houses, gambling 
shops and other places of vice and de- 
rooralization, provided the grantees paid 
for the privilege and thus depr.ve the state 
of its power to repeal grants and all con- 
trol of the subjects as far as the grantees 
are concerned and the trust.duty of pro- 
tecting and fostering the honesty, health, 
morals and d order of the state, would 
be cast to the winds and vice and crime 
would triumph in their stead. 

Now it seems to us that the essential 
principles of self-preservation forbid that 
the commonwealth should possess a power 
so revolting because destructive of the 
main pillars of government. I think this 
effectually disposes of the “‘vested right"’ 
arzument. 
If this Legislature gives an exclusive 
right to a company to erect a Monte Carlo 
at Columbia and they spend a half m llion 
dollars in the erectian of a building. whose 
value was solely for gambling purposes 
there is not a lawyer of any repute who 
would not advise that the expenditure of 
money for such purposes had no protec- 
tion, beyond the lcense. which cou'd be 
withdrawn at any time at the-w_ll of the 
Legisiature. 

If it was made to appear to the Legisla- 
ture that the ree 94 carried on was 
rulning and debauching the young men 
of the university. it would be it< im- 

rative duty in protecting the morals of 
he people to annul the license granted if 
every dollar invested was lost. Men who 
invest their money in such enterprises are 
lured by the profits for the e. with 
the hope of prevent:ing the repeal of the 
law or withdrawal of the license. 
an investment carries 
vested rights. 


In conclusion, let me my. that the Su-

The casual visitor to a ship at the levee 
in New Orleans is always mystified by see- 
ing what appears to be a bale of hay in the 
forehold, and his curiosity is not abated 
when told that it goes to feed the ‘“‘jack- 
asses,’ kept, appropriately, in the “man- 
ger."’ His shrunken credulity resumes nor- 
Tal dimersions when it is explained that 
“jJackasses"’ are canvas bags fijled with 
oakum,. which are forced into the hawse 
iafpes to prevent water from entering at 


sea. 

Neither is a “Flemish horse’ a rare 
breed of equine, nor a “‘bridie port” a place 
for hitching him; the former is a foot rope 
for men to stand upon when furling sail, 
and latter is an air port in the bows 


through which towing hawsers used to be 
led. The “saddle” of the bowsprit com- 
rletes the riding outfit of the ship.

“Russian students have had difficulty ow- 
ing to the censorship, in obtaining news, 
and manv of them have asked for news 
to be sent in an ordinary letter written 
in i2speranto,”” eaid the secretary of the 
British Fsperanto association. 

“T have just heard from a student who 
subscribes to an English monthly review. 
A portion of the last number he received 
had been “blacked” out, and he asked me 
to tell him in Esperanto what it con- 
tained. 

“Up to now no Esperantist paper pub- 
lished in England has been “blacked. A 
littie paper printed for Russian Esperan- 
tists, however, mystified the censor and his 
assistants, and the order went forth that 
one of the censors must master Esperanto. 

“He died within a couple of weeks of 
learning the language, and arrangements 
have just beer made for another censor to 
learn Esperanto. 

“Esperanto has attracted much attention 
in Russia. To'stov has learned it. and the 
Grand Duke Constantine Constantinovitch 
has inst taken it up. 

“There are over %3S.000 fluent Esperan- 
tists in Riussia, and the president of the 
British Eeperanto asroctation. who has 
just returned from a tour of the affected 
parts of Russia, invariably lectured in 
Esperanto, although he speaks Russian.

LONDON, se 4—Perctval Landon has 
Written an admirable account of the 
Tibet “miasion™ in two iarge volumes, and 
pictured it with the most boswilful of 
photographic tilustrations. He iningies high 
politics with quaint customs, ancient his- 
tory with elegant descriptiong of verhaps 
the most remarkable scenery and bar- 
baric architecture tm the world. 

Why was the expedition dispatched? Mr. 
Landon explains the position with frank- 
ness. About % yeare ago there came to 
Lhasa a Mongol. by nationality a Russian. 
For many years he lived a lifo of monas- 
tie seclusion, without an éffort at inter- 
ference in high polftice In 1898, however, 
he went into Russia to «ellect contribu- 
tions for the faithful. And the Russians 
saw andl took thelr opportunity 

When Dorjleff. for such was his name, 
went back to Lhasa, he represenied, quite 
unofficially, the government of the Czar. 
He work@! steadily. The British were a 
hectoring, grasping race, and near—far too 
noar—neighbors. Russia! he said, would 
protect Tibet, and, being many weeks’ 
journey away. would not interfere with the 
people or their religion. Also it was quite 
possible that the Czar would become a 
Budahist. 

The Dalai Lama lent a favorabie ear. 
He even proposed to go to Russia before 
the national council s)ut down on him and 
said they wanted no protection. The, in- 
trigues continued, however, and the Chi- 
nese, the nominal overlords of Tibet, be- 
came uneasy. The Dalai Lama was prom- 
iged Coseacks by Dorjieff, and became in- 
sulting towards India.

ROME, March 4.—Every one here is sur- 
prised at the wonderful change which has 
taken place in the methods of life of Pius 
X within the last few months, a change 
which was expected after his election, but 
mich was a long time in coming. Last 
Sunday, on the occasion of the consecra- 
tion as Bishop of Bergamo of Mgr, Radini 
Tedeschi, who was a warm personal friend 
of the Pope, Pius X gave a luncheon in 
honor of the new bishop, to which he in- 
vited all the cardinals present at the con- 
secration and many prelates of the Curia, 
including an Italian deputy, Mr. Pucinelll. 
Contrary to his custom of taking his meals 
at the same table with bis guests, Pius X 
insisted for the first time since his elec- 
tion that a special table be set aside for 
his own use, and took part in the festivi- 
ties in the same large‘hall where the tables 
had been placed, sitting in solitary grand- 
cur at a emall table and waited upon by 
the pontifical scalco. 

Those present were wondering at the 
fact that at last even Pius X, the demo- 
cratic Pope, had given in to one of the 
most respected customs of the Vatican 
Court, where, even when haying a reign- 
ing sovereign. as. an. honored guest, no 
Pope was ever known to partake of a 
meal at the same table with him. The 
late Pope, who was a stickler for the con- 
ventionalties of the Curia, during the 
twenty-five and more years of pontificate 
never had a meal at the same table with 
any one, no matter In how high a posi- 
tion his guest happened to be. In fact 
very seldom the late Pope ever partook of 
a meal in the presence of any one excepting 
his private scalco, who has to be present 
and taste of the food when requested, be- 
fore the Pope tastes any of it. It is not 
known what prompted Pius X to insist 
on the observance of this immemorial cus- 
tom, but the idea has prevailed that the

As regards Pius X th‘s is now true not 
only in things concerning: the ceremontal 
of the papal court, but also in the ways 
of dealing with the business of the church 
brought to his attention. During the first 
few months after his election he seemed 
too frightened to make any decis.on in mat- 
ters submitted to him. and frequent con- 
suitations were necessary with his in- 
timate advisers and wth the most 
experienced cardinals of the Curia 
before he would make up his mind 
as to what had better be done 
in each case submitted to h.m for decision. 
Now the contrary is the case, and when- 
ever the secretaries of the several eon- 
gregations, who have weekly access to the 
papal presence, come to submit to him the 
findings of the cardinals, Pius X generally 
gives a prompt and peremptory dec’sion as 
to what he intends to be done in each case.

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“THE ANTI-GAMBLING ISSUE. 

The second hearing on the repeal of the racetrack gam- 
bling law, Monday night, which the Senate committee on 
criminal jurisprudence has granted at the request of the 
Kansas City racetrack men, should close all committee 
discussion. The nearness of the end of the session makes 
it important that, the bill be reported promptly for action 
by the Senate. 

The isave is so ciearly defined and the vicious 
of the racetrack gambling law are so thoroughly demon- 
strated that no Senator can plead ignorance or misappre- 
hension of the subject. Nor can any Senator have the 
slightest doult as to the overwhelming sentiment of the 
people against the law and the gambling features. of the 


effects 


racetracks. 

The men who have appeared before the House and Senate 
committees pleading for repeal. are representatives of the 
plain people, of social, civic, business and religious organ- 
gations whose membership is wholly opposed to racetrack 
gambling and to the state’s permitting it in any form, 
because: of its proven: demoralizing influence upon the 
community. The sole motive of these men is the moral 
and material welfare of the people. Against them are the 
men with pocket interests in gambling, their paid attorneys 
and lobbyists, pleading for the continuation of the licensed 
privilege of preying upon the weakness of men, of fatten- 
ing upon the degradation and ruin of thousands of young 
men. ' 

One of the strongest indictments against the breeders’ 
law is the opposition to it now of men who looked upon 
it when it was proposed and passed, as a measure of reform 
and ,a practical step in the direction of redeeming racing 

improving the gambling conditions existing in the 
cities. ' But they have discovered that the law is futile 
to that end and it has developed evils as intolerable as 
‘those existing before the law was tried. They have 
found that, under its operation: racetracks have become 
mere gambling devices and have been multiplied solely for 
the purpose of enabling their promoters and owners and 
the racetrack gamblers to profit by the exclusive gambling 
privileges accorded them.

They have learned that 
the state policy of granting gambling privileges and en- 
fering into partnership with gamblers is vicious and in-

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THE INAUGURATION. 

Better than atlvice or than criticism, the Post-Dispatch 
offers to the twenty-ninth President of the United States 
at the beginning of his term the precious counsel of the 
first President—surely no mean and no inappropriate gift: 

“It is important, likewise, that the habit of thinking 
in a free country should inspire caution in those in- 
trusted with its administration to confine themselves 
within their respective constitutional spheres, avoiding, 
in the exercise of powers of one department, to encroach 
upon another. 

“The spirit of encroachment tends to consolidate the 
powers of all the departments in one, and thus to create, 
whatever the form of government, a real despotism. 

“A just estimate of that love of power and proneness 
to abuse it which predominates in the human heart is 
sufficient to satisfy us of the truth of this position. 

“If, in the opinion of the people the distribution or 
modification of the constitutional powers be in any par- 
ticular wrong, let it be corrected by an amendment in the 
way which.the constitution designates. — 

“But let there be no change by usurpation; for though 
this in one instance may be the instrument of good, it 
is the customary weapon by which free governments are 
destroyed. The precedent must always greatly overbal- 
ance in permanent evil any partial or transient benefit 
which the use can at any time yield.” 

The words are from the farewell address of George Wash- 
ington, venerated no Jess by Mr. Roosevelt than by all 
other Americans. They were written for Washington by 
Alexander Hamilton, whom Mr. Roosevelt justly regards 


as one of the greatest statesmen produced inva century of 


great statesmen. 
They are a part of the message which Washington sought 


all his successors in the presidential office. 

If Mr. Roosevelt will take the counsel of Washington, 
if he will make these precepts part of his daily life and 
being, he cannot go far astray. He will avoid in his sec- 
ond aiministration al] of the most serious blunders com- 
mitted in his first. He may not leave to history so ex- 
tensive a record for “doing things,” but he will leave some- 
thing greater—a written constitution that stands as it 
came to him, no new and mischievous precedents estab- 
lished to perplex future generations, no barriers broken 
or mutilated, no personal government of whim and im: 
pulse instituted in place of the government of enumerated 
powers so wisely created by the fathers—surely a precious

MODERNIZING ASIA. 

Damascus is supposed by some to be thé oldest city 
the world as it was already a center of trade in the time 
of Abraham. Until the present century it has been for cen- 
turies interesting to Europe chiefty because of its extreme 
antiquity, but the Paris Cosmos reports that 300 miles of a 
railroad intended to connect it with Mecca and finally with 
the already been constructed under tie 
supervision of the Turkish government, which is using 
soldiers in the work.

This opposition has 
been very strong and it does not yet appear how the Sultan 
of Turkey is to overcome it when he projects a modern rall- 
way “boom” into this ancient stronghold of Mohammedan 
opposition to change. The road is one of the notable de- 
velopments of many of the same kind which are now operat- 
ing to modernize Asia, in India. China, Siberia, Turkestan, 
Siam and finally in Persia and Turkish Asia. 
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“POSTING” MARCONI MESSAGES. 

In connection with the telegram which announces the 
success of United States government wireless messages 
from Key West to Chicago and far out to sea, it is not alto- 
gether a matter of satisfaction to American pride to remem- 
ber that since the beginning of the present year, the Mar- 
cont system is being popularized throughout Great Britain 
in connection with the postal service far beyond anything 
attempted in this country. Wireless messages are received 
at English postoffices for transmission to vessels at sea, 
equipped with the Marconi receivers. The charge is not 
quite 7 pence a word, with a minimum charge for a single 
message of 6 shilling and 6 pence. Of this the postoffice 
takes the 6 pence as its fee, giving the 6 shillings to the 
Marconi company. Under the new long distance system 
for vessels at sea, these messages reach steamers 1500 miles 
from the sending station on the coast. People all over 
Fingland are thus enabled to communicate with friends at 
sea by merely going to the postoffice and filing the message. 


HUMAN PROGRESS AND THE DEVONIAN COCKROACH. 

Prof. N. S. Shaler, the Harvard geologist, finds «. “)Devo- 
nian cockroach" important as evidence illustrating the pos- 
sibilities of future progress. He explained in a recent inter- 
view that though man may have existed physically on earth 
for many thousands of years, “‘psychic man,’ or the man 
who thinks, is ‘“‘still very young." “Man is only beginning 
to get control of himself,’’ he adds. ‘He is now in the field 
of. his own artifices and that condition is to be further de- 
veloped. He-will probably live as long (as a race) as he 
deserves.’ 

While hé@.does not fix an exact period for race existence, 
from the standpoint of geology, he ‘sees no reason to doubt"’ 
that by deserving_it, man may last from three to thirty mil- 
lion years longer in.view of the fact that ‘‘a cockroach ha 
survived since the Devonian period, while there dre maitusell 
now living whith have existed (as a species) fot millions 
of years longer.” 


SCIENCE AND CITY FOGS. 

Sir Oliver Lodge is still experimenting on his method of 
scattering city fogs, composed as London.fogs and St. Louis 
fogs uSually are. chiefly of coal smoke held in place by 
water vapor. Sir Oliver discovered in the eighties a perfect 
means of dissipating such a fog “in a confined area.’ The 
artificial fogs he created in his laboratory for expérimental 
purposes “cleared up" under electrical discharges of. the 
proper voltage, the coal smoke in them collecting in stream- 


The laboratory experiments result in clearing 2cal 
smoke as dense of that of a St. Louis fog from the attaoos- 
phere of a glass receiver in a few minutes. In experimenting 
on London fogs from the housetops, he obtained what are 
described as results ‘‘as yet only partial."" The place of 
the coal smoke he precipitated was taken from the abundant 
outside supply faster than his currents could carry on the 
work.

THE GHOST-SEEING FACULTY. 

Recent American experiments reported in one of the psy- 
chlogical reviews, tend to show that the power of “‘visualiz- 
ing mental images” can be cultivated to a high degree. 
This is a power developed to a considerable extent by artists 
and it enables them to recall forms and colors at will as the 
unpracticed cannot do. This is only the beginning, however, 
for according to the latest reports from experimenters, the 
power to “project” as well as to visualize these mentai 
images is also capable of development. Any one who had 
this power, could be merely thinking strongly of a friend 
at a distance, cause that friend's “specter,’’ or lving pic- 
ture, appear in the room with all the motions of life. 
This, although it goes to explain many mysteries, including 
most ‘actual ghosts."’ is not in itself more mysterious than 
the only too well known results of mania-a-potu, or delirlum 
tremens, when, as a result of nervous disorder. “mentai 
images” are thus “visualized and projected’ into wail the 
appearance active life. 

Such a faculty developed by cultivation might be useful 
to some. It will be well to remember Sir Isaac Newton's 
experience, however. As far as known, he was the first 
experimenter in this line. He succeeded beyond his expecta- 
tion. for after looking at the sun. he found that by shutting 
himself in a dark room and thinking of the sun he could 
develop the image at will. It appeared with the thought. 
Then, however, it began to “project” itself in spite of him. 
It began to appear on the page of the book he was reading, 
and when he found it beyond his control, he was so alarmed 
for fear that he had disordered either his eyes or his 
brain by the experiment that he shut himself in a dark 
room and did not use his eyes at all, until he gradually re- 
covered the power of merely natural sight he had had 
originally.

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A REVOLUTION ON THE LAKES. 

The fact jist announced that a fleet of 16 of the immense 
““whaleback” vessels used in the freight 4raffic of the lakes 
will be transferred this spring to the coast trade of the 
Atlantic has a very important explanation. 

This type of the “‘whaleback” was made. for unloading by 
methods in use before. the new electric unloadera+ which are 
now being installed on the lakes. At Conneaut, O., the main 
unloading port of Lake Brie. the largest steamer on the 
lakes—the Wolvin—was relieved of a cargo of between nine 
thousand and ten thousand tons of fron ore in 15 hours. 
The average was 168 tons an hour for each of the electric 
machines employed. In the ore trade, at least, this is 
revolution so great that it is cheaper to take out of the lake 
ore trade the fleet of steamers which are not built so that 
the new unloading machines can conveniently reach their 
cargoes. The ‘“whalebacks’’ which take their places on 
‘the lakes when they go to the Atlantic. will be built to suit 
the-new conditions, while on the Atlantic the original type 
of whaleback may create a great future for itself. It has 
already been demonstrated that it is “seaworthy,” from 
New York to Liverpool and around Cape Horn. 


THE NEW USE FOR CLAY METAL. 

A recently published letter from Australia reports that the 
steel rails of Australian roads are being made ‘“‘continu:-us”’ 
by use of the discovery of remarkable properties of alum- 
inum in combination made several years ago by Dr. Hans 
Goldschmidt of Essen-Ruhr, Germany. When the “clay- 
metal” pulverized and mixed with some mineral which 
has oxygen in combination so loosely that it is readily 
released, the Small heat necessary to set up the chemical 
“reaction,” into which the aluminum enters, grows rapidly 
until it melts most of the other metals, including steel. This 
was illustrated in experiments at the World’s Fair in St. 
Louis. In fusing rails together, the process is a simple one 
of placing directly over the joint the furnace, which in av- 
pearance resembles the small portable furnaces used by 
plumbers. As the heat necessary to melt the steel is gea- 
erated by the aluminum compound, the melting stael mm the 
crucible above the rail flows down into the ‘oint and 
“welds it," in almost every instance perfectly, according t°? 
the Australian report of the process. A cablegram >f several 
days ago reports the discovery in India of extensive beda of 
aluminum clays» highly >valuabie because of the ease with 
which the metal cam be extracted. Although most clays 
contain this remarkable metal, the expectations of its jren- 
eral use will be realized only when it is cheapened iuocre 
nearly to the scale of the cheapness of {ts uses.

When Edison first made the small incandescent electric 
lamps, consisting of a carbon filament fixed by platinum 
wires in a pear-shaped glass bulb from which the air had 
been exhausted, the cost was $3 each; now there are many 
million similar lamps of better quality made each year and 
sold at less than 20 cents each. 

Formerly watches were made by hand and were costiy 
iuxuries; now they are made by machinery in lots of a 
thcusand at a time, and the cost of a new watch that will 
keep fairly good time is less than the cost of having an ex- 
pensive watch cleaned. 

The same principles apply in all lines of manufacture, and 
it has been found that reduction in cost of production, 4ue

NEW YORK, March 4.—There is a strong 
probability that the famous Baker Torpedo 
will be resurrected for a try at the world’s 
mile straight away record on Ormond beach 
next month.

The chief 
object of his visit. he says, is to secure 
larger shipments of the new M-horsepower 
Wintons, for which a big demand has de- 
veloped here. 

The Baker Torpedo will be remembered as 
figuring in a sensational s flight at the 
straightaway record trials of the Auto- 
mobile chib on Staten Island, May 31; 1299, 
On that occasion, after covering a Kkilo- 
meter in 361-5 seconds, which still stands 
as the world's record for electrics, the Tor- 
pedo ran amuck and Into the crowd, killing 
two men and injuring several others.

If Township Law Is Unconstitu- 
tional, Acts of Justice Commis- 
sioned Under It Probably Will 
Be Held to Be Void, 


MARYVILLE, Mo.. March 4.—Are mar- 
riages performed by Maryville’s famous 
marrying justice legal and binding? 

Will the vaw to “have and’ to hold” that 
has been taken by numerous couples 
throughout the northern section of Mis- 
souri and adjoining portions of Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Kansas really hold? 

These are interesting questions that are 
aroused by the decision of Judge W. C. 
[ison of the local Cireuit Court. that the 
township organization law .is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Justice Armstrong was elected to his of- 
fice under township organization and the 
office he holds was originally constituted 
by and through the township form of gov- 
ernment.

Judge Elison. before whom the case 
was argued, had rvied that the township 
law, under which Nodaway County has 
been operating .for 20 years, is unconstitu- 
tional.

PEORIA, Il., March 4.—A paragon in the 
cloth, a pastor who is a composite of the 
ideals of the leaders of the Central Chris- 
tian chureh of this city, can find a ‘place 
open for him by applying at once to,Ashiey 
J. Elliott, chairman of the board of trustees 
of that congregation. A general call for 
such a Moses was issued at a meeting of 
the board. 

Lest false hopes be aroused in the minds 
of budding evangelists, however, it is well 
that careful study be given to the following 
list of qualifications, which a candidate 
must possess to be acceptable: 

1. He must be a young man, not over ® 
years of age, 

2. He must be married. 

3 He must be an evangelist. 

4. He must be a lodge man. 

5. He must be a man who will lead his 
flock, and who will take upon himself the 
burden of a pastor. 

6. He must be a mixer. 

7. He must be a crank. 

This test of merit was decided upon after 
long and earnest debate by the trustees. 
All kinds of pastors were considered—young 
pastors and old pastors, radical pastors and 
conservative pastors, fat pastors and ican 
pastors—and when everyone had been given 
an opportunity to express himself the sug- 
gestions were sifted dewn, with the result 
mentioned. One facetious churchman sug- 
gested that it might be necessary to have 
u minister mace to order, but his more 
sanguine fellows scouted thé idea. 

At present there are 31 applicants who 
think they can come up to the mark, but 
it is evident that at least 30 of them will 
be disappointed—possibly 31. 

The meeting was unique. The church au- 
ditorlum was filled to overflowing when 
Mr. Elliott called the congregation to or- 
der. The situation was briefly explained by 
the chairman, who then called for sugges- 
tions. Qne at atime the church members 
gave a description of an ideal pastor, as 
pastors appeared to them. 

Grave and verlous were some of the sug- 
gestions offered by older members of the 
church, who ergued that a pastor remre- 
senting the gvod old-fashioned ménistry 
should be selected. In contrast came the 
desire of those representing the younger 
generation, who spoke for a man who 
would be one of them, not only in their 
church work, but in the every-day affaires 
of the world as well; a lodge man, a mixer 
and even a crank on such subjects, and the 
last suggestion seemed to meet approval. 

‘It takes a crank and a mixer to move 
things, end that’s the kind of a preacher 
we want.” said Mr. Elliott.

IS THIS WOMAN 
DEAD OR ALIVE | 


For Full Week Supposed Corpse 
Retains Natural Temperature 
of Her Body. 


TORONTO, O., March 4.—The unusual 
spectacle of a handsome young woman ly- 
ing on a couch, apparently dead as far as 
all tests of death indicate, yet retaining 
the warmth of life and free from the rigors 
and decay that foiiow death, is presented 
in the case of Mrs. Mary Bailey in New 
Cumberland, W. Va., opposite this place. 

Mrs. Bailey apparently ceased to exist 
after a brief illness An undertaker pre- 
pared the supposed corpse for burial and 
all funeral arrangements were complete, 
even to digging a grave in the village cem- 
etery.

This will make a period of 10 days 
that the friends and relatives have day and 
night vigilantly watched the body.

“My fellow citizens: No people on earth 
have more cause to be thankful than ours, 
and this is said reverently and in no spirit 
of boastfulness in our own strength, but 
with gratitude to the Giver-of Good, who 
has blessed us with the conditions which 
have enabled us to achieve so large a meas- 
ure of well-being and of happiness. 

“To us as a people it has been granted 
to lay the foundation of our national life 
in a new continent. We are the heirs of 
the ages. and yet we have had to pay few' 
of the penalties which in old countries are 
exacted by the dead hand of a bygone 
Civilization. We have not been obliged to 
fight for our existence against any alien 
race; and yet our life has called for the 
vigor and effort without which the maniler 
and hardier virtues wither away. 

“Under such conditions it would be our 
own fault if we falfled; and the success 
which we have had in the past, the success 
which we confidently believe the future will 
bring, should cause in us no feeling of 
vainglory, but rather a deep and abiding 
realization of all which life has offered us;

“Much has been given to us, and much 
will rightfully be expected from us.

WASHiNGTON, March 4.—Never in the 
history of this country have such gorgeous 
gowns and beautiful women asezembled in 
honor of any government function as were 
seen on the floor of the huge court of 
the pension office at the inaugural bali to- 
nigut. 

‘There were cloths of gold, cloths of sil- 
var, the flimsiest tissues over the richest 
satins, and diamonds enough to have lIi- 
luniinated the ballroom had the lights giv- 
en out. There was not one woman in # 
who wore an old evening gown. They 
vied with each other, the modistes did 
likewise, and the result was a bewildering 
of loveliness. 

Mrs. Roosevelt's gown was a masterpiece 
of the tallor’s art. The fabric was of the 
richest and heaviest satin brocatelle, shim- 
mering with gleams of gold, silver and 
blue. Upon thic surface was a wonderful 
weaving of golden feathers, mingled with 
medallions of fiving birds, all raised upon 
the surface of the satin. 

The skirt was made with a straight ef- 
fect in front, and a circular sweep of 
such length that there was material for 
gowns just in this remarkable 
The entire front width of the skirt 
was covered with ‘“repousse’’ ostrich 
plumes of golden hue. The bodice was 
made in the Louis XV style, with a low, 
square neck, with a shirred tucker of chif- 
fon of the same exquisite blue, and a 
long pointed stomacher. 

The gown’'s chief charm was its simplic- 
ity, the material in itself being so beau- 
tiful that anv further trimming than the 
beautiful birds and the dainty feathers 
would have marred the effect. 

The only embellishment was a fall of the 
rarest old point lace about the edge of 
the low neck. This lace has served in 
Mrs. Roosevelt's family for nearly a cen- 
tury, it having adorned the wedding gown 
of her mother, that of her own, the inaug- 
ural ball gown of Gov.

Mrs. Roosevelt Ablaze. 


Contrary to her usual custom, Mrs. 
Roosevelt was ablaze with diamonds. In 
her hair was a diamond star, the gift of 
her husband, with which she fastened a 
bunch of ostrich plumes; about her neck 

ras a superb diamond necklace with a 
diamond pendant, and there were innumera- 
ble diamond pins which she used to catch 
the lace about her shoulders. Suspended 
from her neck by a handsome chain of 
gold and amethyst was a graceful fan of 
ostrich feathers. 

The weight of this gold entbroidered 
gown with its heavy silk linings appeared 
to be enormous, but Mrs. Roosevelt man- 
aged it with consummate skill, and her 
promenade down the space marked off for 
the grand march was like a blaze of glory, 
and there were scarcely eyes for anyone 
else in the party, even the President him- 
self. 

Everything used in the construction of 
this brilliant gown was of American make, 
except the old lace which adorned it. The 
silk was woven at Paterson, N. J., and 
when the 40 yards of material needed for 
the gown were completed the pattern was 
destroyed and there will be none again 
like it. 

Miss Alice Roosevelt wore an equally 
distinctive gown of cloth of gold, with a 
striking effect in coat fashion, with long 
coat tails chind falling almost to the bottom 
of the train, and a very small zouave ef- 
fect in front. The skirt was of the cloth 
of gold with a full net drapery embroid- 
ered with bands of gold. The bodice was 
of the same material as the bands upon 
the net of the skirt. The inside of the 
zouave and the coat-taila were lined with 
pink roses, which gave a beautiful effect 
as the length of the garment fell about her 
as she walked.

“But the most picturesque person in 
the group is the actual foréster, or ranger. 
He is assigned by his superintendent or 
his supervisor to a given district of a for- 
estry division. He is generally not a na- 
tive of the region, though it is expected 
that he will be a resident of the state or 
territory in which the division lies. Exper!i- 
ment has shown that it is not wise to 
appoint the men of a neighborhood to 
guard its: forestry interests. These weigh 
too little in comparison with the claims of 
neighborliness. So it happens that the 
foresters enter a district as strangers, and 
not infrequently they have to combat all 
the suspicion, jealousy, and inhospitality 
which the rural populatién is capable 
its worst.

we EVER before in the history of 

St. Louis have suicides and at- 

tempts at suicide been so fre- 

quent as during the last three 

months. Hardly a day has 

gone by without several cases 

of this kind reaching the ears of the police and 

going on record, while there have been a consid- 

erable number that did not come to the notice of 

the public authorities. An extraordinary fact is 

that coincident with this sudden and alarming in- 

crease of suicide in St. Louis has been a great in- 
crease Of cases of insanity. 

There is believed to be some connection between 

Why should a large number of 

people in this city commit suicide and a still 

larger number go insane! These are questions 

which many students of human phenomena have 

asked themselves.

Many of the victims of this svicidal mania were in com- 
fortable circumstances. In most cases the friends and rel- 
atives of the victim were unable to give any reason for the 
deed. Fits of temper, temporary hysterical conditions and 
an effort to spite someone who had annoyed them seems 
to have led more than one suicide to take his life. 

On Jan. 28 a man in St. Louis took his life with a shot- 
gun because he could not sleep. Only a few days ago a girl 
took chloroform in imitation of her mother who had com- 
mitted suicide a few months before. 

A St. Louis man who had promised his wife to give up 
drinking promptly went out of his house and shot himself 
through the head.. Lack of employment, drink and il 
health are the chief assignable causes for suicide, but by far 
the greater number of deaths are officially reported as “no 
‘ause can be assigned for the deed.”

Bacon of England.

Mackenzie Beeon of Kngland, who for years made

Bacon died at his residence at Cold Ash, near Newbury, on 
Christmus night, at the aye of 5% pleurisy bringing to an 
end a life which was full of enthusiasm. 

It was not until 1888 that the Rev. J. M. Macon’ a pro- 
teve of Kingsley’s, made his first balloon ascent. He had 
heen overworked and worried, and some mental diversion 
became essential. “ecoming acquainted with Capt. Dale, 
an enthusiastic balloonist, he ascended with him from 
the Crystal Palace, landing outside Lord Salisbury’s gates 
at Hatfield.

to every prisoner by the law. But, say these law- 
yers, the existing law in Missouri nullifies itself 
by its final clause, with the result that it is not 
compulsory on a prosecuting attorney to try a 
prisoner within a specified time or release him, 
which is the case in other states. St. Louis law- 
yers agree that prisoners are entitled to a speedier 
trial than is now possible and that the remedy is 
now in the hands of the Legislature. There 
onght to be, they say, more courts to dlispose of 
the crowded cases on the calendars.

It is considered an amazing thing by people familiar 
with criminal practice, that 20 men in a city the size 
of St. Louis should be locked up untried for more *han 
100 days. 

This, it is stated, could not happen in any city in 
Europe, and it is questioned whether it could happen in any 
other city of the United States outside of Missouri. 

A still more extraordinary aspect of the case is the fact 
that thefe is no time fixed hy the statute when these lezal. 
ly innocent men must be tried or released. The practice 
in this respect in the most highly civilized communities is 
Closely regulated by the statute. There is not a country 
in Europe where an innocent man may be thrown into 
prison and left there indefinitely.

He is 76 
years old; he is nearly totally blind; he knows that he-is 
publishing his last book—two this year; spite 
of the immense success he has enjoyed the literary crown 
he might reasonably have hoped for has been refused him. 


Jules Verne is not a member of the French Academy. 
The Forty Immortals have not admitted him to their 
number, although he has often been proposed for member- 
ship. Indifferent as the French are, the whole population 
would be pleased to hear of his election in his old age; 
yet it is not to be. Why? Because Jules Verne has not 
sought, above all, to make “literature.”
